was for many yeara subscribed and 
paid for by successive Boards of Library 
Trustees of the city of Oakland, but In 
common with a number of other papers 
was discontinued last January. It con- 
tinued to come, however, arid up to 
last August was placed on flle. At the 
August meeting of the Board a delega- 
tion from the American Protective As- 
sociation asked that the Board sub- 
scribe for the Standard. 
This those 


trustees present declined to do. Ex- 
actly the opposite complaint to that 
made by the Rev. Peter Torke was 
then made, that the Trustees were fa- 
voring the Catholic Journals at the ex- 
pense of their opponents. It was ex- 
plained that the Monitor was a dona- 
tion and was mertly received and filed, 
and the Trustees were then 
asked 


whether they would receive and flle 
the Standard) if It were sent as a gift. 
To this there was iome demurring, 
when the statement was made that 
both papers should be treated alike, 
both placed on flle or both excluded. 
This seemed Just and the delegation 
was askixt whether they would be cat- 
tailed if both were treated alike, if both 
were excluded. They replied that they 
would, and this action was taken. Both 
Mr. Flint and I were absent from this 
meeting; we had nothing to do with the 
action; we deprecated it when wt learn- 
ed of it when tbe minutes were read at 
the September meeting. Had I been 
present I should have opposed the ac- 
tion, not because I think It unjust bul 
because I think It unwise. I should 
have been in favor of expending public 
money for neither paper, but of receiv- 
ing arid filing both.

The proposition was discussed whether 
to take and place all on flle or exclude 
all.

The fruit growers of California have 


never beeii able to establish complete 
cooperation. One reason probably is 
that there are so many diverse inter- 
ests.. The citrus growers have a sep- 
arate Interest. But even the men who 
represent .that productive industry,have 
never been able to work in complete 
harmony. They have established asso- 
ciations and exchanges, and have pre- 
Ecribet! many good rules for marketing 
.the fruit. But this very year there are 
some complaints that the^citrus grow- 
ers o£ Southern California have been 
sending green fruit to market, to the 
great prejudice of the citrus interest. 
: At the Sacramento convention, the 
fruit growers had a.very warm dis- 
cussion over the question of coopera- 
tion.
